b. Harbor lines: Harbor lines have been established at this 
locality. Since the harbor lines and channel lines are coincident at 
this location, the proposed structures will also extend approximately 
eight feet six inches channelward of the United States Pierhead and 
Bulkhead Line. 


ο. Flood heights or drift: The proposed work will not have 
any harmful effect on the flood heights or drift. 


d. Beach erosion or accretion: Not applicable. 


8, Remarks: The proposed work will lie in the channel south of 
Shooters Island, which is a part of the Federal project for the New 
York and New Jersey Channels. The Federal project for the channel 
south of Shooters Island provides for a channel 400 feet wide and 30 
feet deep at mean low water. According to the latest survey which 
was made in 1951, the channel south of Shooters Island has a con- 
trolling depth of 25 feet below mean low water for a width varying 
from 140 to 400 feet. The channel north of Shooters Island, on the 
other hand, is 600 to 800 feet wide in this vicinity and has a con- 
trolling depth of 35 feet below mean low water. The channel north of 
Shooters Island is the more extensively used due to its greater width 
and available depth, especially by deep draft vessels. The applicant 
states that from time to time barges and vessels generally of over 
30-foot beam tie up at the faces of the piers and bulkheads at this 
location in the normal course of business at its shipyard, and that 
the proposed structures will not therefore be the limiting factor for 
channel clearance. The applicant also states that the proposed piles will 
be illuminated at all times and that they will be fendered off the 
bulkhead so as to constitute a minimal hazard. In view of these facts 
it is deemed that the proposed structures will not unduly interfere 
with navigation. It is further stated that the purpose of the proposed 
piles is to permit mounting rollers thereon over which barges being 
constructed, as authorized by the Department of Commerce, National 
Production Authority, under the United States Barge and Towboat Progran, 
will be launched.
